A, 
CluiKiimin. the sole winiess, corroborat- 
ed this slaleiiieiit. .Mr. Biiriiliaiii .said 
the llame fi-Miu the gelignite exploded tho 
gun cotton rnoiii; that Fulford and 
Siiiionetti, the t.wo white victims, wore 
e.\]ierienced men. and the Chinamen all 
trustworthy. There had been no com- 
plaints from the employei.-s that the 
company cndnngored their safety. The 
Chiiuese understood tlie Eiiglisli lan- 
gn.iu'e, obeyed orders intelligently, and 
wiMc not a dangerous element in his 
opinion. About thir.een hundred pounds 
of gelignite aud three linndretl dry gnii; 
cotton explodeil. He could ascribe no 
cause to the exiilosion. 

Foreman llygli gave similar evidence, 
and could not acKiunt for the disaster. 
The eoinpany gave liim every facility 
to in-event accidents to employees. He 
was satisJied the dead men had both 
liecn thonnighlyrcliiiible, and took every 
prcea.iitioii. 

^ George Preston, an employee of five 
yt iirs standing, t uiplo.ved in a .very dan- 
gierous operation, snlil he had no objec- 
tion to a Chiurso helper. His Cliinese 
helper understood his instructions, ami 
onrriod tliem out well. Tie thought the 
company would furiiisli liini a. wliito 
iiidper if asked. He never knew safety 
measures broken by Cliinaiiieii.

only one. Now If representative gov- 
ernment is inadcqunte in municipal af- 
fairs, how is it to be shown adenunto 
in iirovinciiil nlTMir^, nnd if it is admit- 
ted to bo inadequut" in provincial af- 
fairs, bow is it to bo maintained ade- 
quate in federal affairs? And if it is 
inadequate in all our aiTnirs what are 
wo to substitute iii, its place? I'or 
ourselves we liavo ii thorough boIiciT in 
administration by elected representa- 
tives, nnd consider the development 
of municipal goveniment under tlie rei>- 
roscntalivo i)rinoiiile, as tUo j,'reatost 
achievement of our race in tlio nine- 
teentt) century. We should ns soon 
think of docking' the power of tho Brit- 
iuli p.irliamont an<l vesting its functions 
ill tlic Lord Chancellor -and tlio Arcli- 
bisliop of Canterbury, as oC reducing 
the rcipreseutativo authority and re- 
sponsibility -of the meanest iMayor nnd 
C'.nuicil. Both involve a precisely simi- 
lar derogation of tlie essential principle 
upon which our free institutions are 
ibusud.

iCOAlBIISSiIONERS. 

The proiiosnl has again como up to 
siil>stiluto for nuuiicii)al government by 
a UKiyor and coiporation, municipal 
Kovornnient by commissioners. This 
iplun seems to us to involve the idea 
that the principle of representation nnd 
elective resiHjnsibility does not inc>et 
the needs of luuiiicipai government. Such 
jHi idea, if accepted, would be u very 
startling admission. It is quite pos- 
sible to argue that a better system of 
orgaiiizin<g municipal departments iniglit 
be found than obtains at present. 'J'liere 
might bo less confusion of authority, 
and more direct responsibility. But it 
may ibc pointed out that the very de- 
partments in -which ditliculties are like- 
ly to arise aro those in whicli the rop- 
j-cseutative principle ia not allowed 
full sway. The representative prin- 
ciple is not complete in the case 
of police conunissioners and school 
trustee.s, because tlie matters dealt 
■with hy theso authorities impinge 
upon matters of wider than municipal 
range. This may be a necessary limita- 
tion of the powers of eloctor.s (pia resi- 
dents in a municipality, but it certainly 
is one whicli occasions a diridcd re- 
sponsibility, and a certain amount of 
(Confusion in a voter's mind. He may 
lliold a municipal olTice-holder responsi- 
ble for thi'ngs for which he is not re- 
sponsible, or he may refuse to hohl 
Slim responsible (for things for whicli 
he is responsible. But if tho Mayor 
and lAWennen have not complete con- 
trol over everyone holding charge over 
any department in tho municipality. 
•tUon. Buch divided responsibility is o.x- 
tcnded over all departments instead of 
being limited to two, and tliis we slionid 
imagine would lead to tlio worst results. 
Tho absolute lack of analytical logic 
ivvhicli characterises the Anplo-'Saxon

.s-titutions once adopted, allowing tliein 
to^grow nnd lo !)(> modified of their own 
sweet iwill, as it wore.

The Stoiind newspapers are making a 
ti-rriblu noise over the removal of the 
duty oil euiil. liicideiilally they say 
that the labor cost of mining coal is 
less in iBritish Columbia than in tho 
State of Washington, through tlw; em- 
liloyiiient of Chinese labor. Chineso 
are not employed in mining coal in 
British Columbia, and the wages paid 
wliite coal miners are better than the 
wages paid white coal minors in the 
State of Washington, and the comfort 
:in which they live coiisideralily greater. 
Our coal is mined at, or very near, tide 
water, theirs is not; our coal is also a 
cleaner product than theirs, and con- 
tains more heat per ton. Our coal can 
be carried in any bottom from our 
ilKirts to San Francisco, theirs only in 
.Vnierican bottoms, so that freight rates 
are less. For those disabilities tho 
i.Vmericans Iiavo to thank tlie fact that 
■they have not as good coal as wo have, 
and their own coasting laws. No one 
iwith any sense iu this coumtry has 
•over complained against the jlJiiited 
'States 'protectiiiLg itself in any way it 
•desires. AVe have merely exercised tlio 
■same privilege. But when their neces- 
sities compel ihem to came to us for coal 
tlicy need not make injurious remarks 
abmit the labor conditions in Canada, 
which from East to West are better 
than those in the United (States. Wc 
have no child labor, sUch as disgraces

•S. Perry :Mills, K. C, for the execu- 
tors and legatees of the estate of tho 
late I'atrick Murphy, who died n short 
time ago in California, and -A. B. Mc- 
I'liillips, K. 0., for the residuary de- 
visees and legatees, appeared before 
Hon. Mr. Justice Walkem on an origi- 
nating sumuious lor the Ojpinion of the 
court on' the following qucstiouB: 

1. Whether the leSBcles given by the 
Said will nnd codicil's free -from legacy 
duty are payable to tho legatees 'freo 
from probate and succession duties, or 
should the said probate and succession 
duties be payable out of tho residue of 
the estate of the testator. 

2. 'Whether the authority to expend a 
part of tho sum of Jfl.uOO mentioned Jii 
the said will for funeral and burial and 
the erection of .i suitable moiminent 
over testator's grave nnd keep the same 
in ri>iiair so far as tho money will ex- 
tend is valid or void in part, and if 
void in jiart what amount thereof, and 
rfor an imiuiry if necessary to ascertain 
said amount. If any part of the said 
direction is void, to "whom is the void 
part payable, viz.. to the next of kin 
or the rosiduniy legatees. 

:i. AVhotlier the legacy to the "Old 
I*rople'.s Jlouie" is payable to the 
"Iloine .for, liie .\god and Inlirm," nn 
institution under the control of tho cor- 
poration of the city ot Victoria. 

Mr. Mills explained that the estate in 
Victoria was valued at .$,">;!, 000; that 
legacies to the amount of J?24,00O had 
been given in tho will nnd codicils free 
of logjil duty on Icigacics to strangers in 
blood; that since tho niaiing of the will 
a succession duty of 10 per cent, had 
been created by statute, which together 
with '5 per cent, iprobate duty,- made a 
duty of 1'5 Iter cent, ipayable on the 
whole 'estate. 

Mr. McPliillips on Saturday last bad 
informed Mr. .Mills that the residuary 
legatees considered that iMr. Murphy 
intended that the legacies wore to be 
paid free of duty — in other words, that 
tho duty camo out of the residuary es- 
tate, and also consented to the pay- 
ment ot the legacy to the "Old People's 
Homo" to the "Homo for the Aged nnd 
Indirm," the latter being tho legal name 
of the in.stitntjon since 1801. 

The will contained the following di- 
rection: 

'T hereby declare that it is nij will 
and desire that I glioiild be .buried at 
Victoria, and my executors are hereby 
authorized to expend a sum not ex- 
ceeding fifteen hundred dollars in nnd 
about my funeral iukI burial, and the 
erection of a suitable monument over 
\my {frave, and keep the same in repair 
so far as the nioney will extend, nnd T 
charge my estate with the iniymeut of 
the said ftfteoii hundred dollars and 
with the expenses of briuigiiig my ■body- 
to Victoria in tlie event of my dying 
elsewhere." 

.Mr. IMillg argued that .1 trust to raise 
and keop in repair tombs might not be 
enfor(a'a.ble, hut there was nothing to 
prevent a 'gift of a sunt ot money 1.0 
rrnsiees upon trust to apply it for the 
rejiair of such a monument, if lho testa- 
tor look care fp limit tho time for which 
the trust was to hist within the limit 
pla<-cd b.v tho rule against perpetuities 
( I'liilerhill on truslsi. hut in tills case, 
as the testator bad not created a trust 
t() accumulate, the words wore a direc- 
tion or power to expend for repair of 
tondi.
